A LONG ILLNESS

FU N ERA L SERV IC E TOMORROW

davit at this time. 


Councilman 
Parsons first 
put a 
motion that the city attorney draw 
up an affidavit ¡and send it 
to the 
firms asking that they sign and re­ 
turn it. 
A fter it was learned that 
the contract had not been legallv ac­ 
cepted by the city, since it had not 
been signed by the city clerk and 
mayor, a different plan of action was 
decided upon. 
It was 
moved and 
»nssed unanimously 
that the city 


derk should be instructed to notify 
the contracting firms that they -hall 
*omplv with the statute and point 
>ut the law on the subject. 
W ith the 
atter is to be sent an affidavit which 


it is hoped that the two firm- will 
willingly sign to get over the diffi- 
ultv. 


I he flaw in the transaction was 
brought to the attention of the eoun- 
¡1 by the city attorney, who 
said 
that he did not notice that such a 
mistake had been made at the time of 
the awarding of the contracts. 
The 
city attorney urged that sonic action 
be taken in view of the fact that the 
transaction was illegal. 
He feared 
that it would be hazardous to allow 


the contracts to stand as the State 


accounting board might pick some 


flaw on the technicality, although it 
doubtful whether or not it would 
ever be noticed. 
Mr. Barrett believes 
that any one of the firms who filed 
proposals on the job could conic in 
and enjoin the city and 
make 
the 
present contract void. 


The dirt in North 
Main 
street, 
where excavations for the paving is 
being made, came in for its share of 
the discussion at the

night. 
The street commissioner told 
the council that he had contracted 


with «the company in charge of the 
work for the dirt at ten cents a load 
and that they had refused to abide 
by it. 
He says that they now offer 
the dirt at twenty-six cent- a load 
whether or not the city team- haul 
it. 


It was finally agreed that Mr. Kelly 


be instructed to buy all of the dirt 
which he wanted at the last named 
price and that it be hauled by city 
teams. 
It was decided to use city 
teams so 
that it 
could be 
placet 
where it is needed worst, although 
the Adams company will haul it for 


the same price. 
Tin* question of the 


ownership of the dirt was brough 


up and all of the city councilinen are 
working on the theory that tlie m a­ 
terial from the street- belongs to the 
abutting 
property 
owners.

claim that the dirt could be taken out 
j free of charge if the matter w a s tak­ 
en to the courts. 
The city 
attorney 
informed the 


council that the law required that the 
city tax levy must be made some time 
during the month of September and 
tlia i only one more meeting remained 
in which it could be done. 
The sta­ 
tute provides also that the heads of 


the various departments of the city 
council must prepare their budget of 
annual expenses during 
this 
month. 
The city attorney was instructed to 
notify the county auditor of his part 
in the matter at once. 


Other business of minor import­ 
ance was transacted, including the 
granting of the right to the Rushville 
National bank to tap the sewer just

“The peo ple o f the o lder natio ns 
take care o f so il fertility as a m atter o f 
prime necessity and lo ng ago ascer- i 
tained the pro per successio n o f cro ps, 
their relatio n to the so il and the feed 
ing o f men and animals. 
They knew 
¿he so il must be fed and the pro per 
physical co nditio ns to maintain, and 
learned fro m experience ho w to do it. 
“During the sho rt histo ry o f o ur 
co untry we have had new so ils to draw 
upo n when exhaustio n resulted fro m 
the ro bbing pro cess, and much o f the 
natio n's pro sperity is the equivalent o f 
what the so il has lo st. 
Our peo ple 
have been well fed, and until recently 
they have been cheaply fed. 
This has 
been due in part no do ubt to the o ccu­ 
pancy o f land easily o btainable as so o n 
as the o lder refused to yield abundant- j 
lv, and is o ne o f the prime causes o f 
farm desen io n that are no w attracting 
so much attentio n. 
“The federal go vernment, is expend­ 
ing large sums to irrigate fno re land,
